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BRITISH COLUMBIA WHEAT. 

The Montreal Star says that the samples 
of wheat from the Pacific province ex- 
hibited in the corn exchange ilo not sig- 
nify that another source for importation 
is being developed, but they do mean a 
great dual. British Columbia has been 
called a sea of mountains, and its physi- 
cal nature is such as to preclude the idea of 
its over becoming a grain producer for ex- 
port purposes. Manitoba and the North- 
west are the points from which the Do- 
minion must expect to raise the great bulk 
of her surplus wheat, while Quebec and 
Ontario will raise amply sufficient for 
their own needs. The western province 
is naturally the seat of mines, timber and 
fishing, and her prosperity will increase 
as she develops her natural resources. 
But people need food, and whatever pur- 
suits the settlers in British Columbia fol- 
low, they need supplies of grain and pro- 
duce. At present almost all the food re- 
quired by the province is imported from 
the States, it being cheaper to bring in 
supplies from Oregon than by rail across 
the Bockies. Hence the province, and 
this means the Dominion, is paying out 
annually largo flums for food which is pro- 
duced at home, but at distances which 
preclude its competition with foreign food. 
1b this necessary I Putting aside the 
question of bringing food from the North- 
west on account of the heavy freights, is 
the province able to raise food for her 
own consumption I if so, then by so do- 
ing she will benefit herself very consider- 
ably and the whole Dominion indirectly. 
The samples of grain shown prove that 
wheat can be grown successfully and that 
a very fair yield per acre is secured. What 
is needed then is a large number of agri- 
culturists who will find a home demand 
equal to taking a pretty large and an in- 
creasing production. The valleys contain 
alluvial meadowland, sparsely covered 
with trees, and suitable for growing ivheat 
and other crops and if these are only de- 
veloped, the province will save paying 
away money to outsiders while the farm- 
ers will enrich themselves. 

LB. McGLYJJN'S CASE. 

The result in I ho case of the talented 
pastor of St. Stephen's church. New York, 
soems to meet with the almost universal 
commendation of the contemporary press. 
Dr. McGlynn, it is considered, has trans- 
gressed tho lines of duty as laid down in 
the discipline of the church of which he 
was a priest. There was under tho cir- 
cumstances but one thing to do — to ex- 
communicate him, and that the Propag- 
anda has done. At the close of a speech 
in Now York after he had received the 
sentence of the church ho asked, "Well, 
what is Dr. McGlynn going to do about 
it?" That is just what people are anxious 
to know. He still retains his belief in all 
the doctrines of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and it is very evident that at 
present, at least, he, has no idea of re- 
canting. It has been suggested, and we 
believe much weight has been brought to 
bear in this connection, to secure his ser- 
vices as Beecher's successor in Plymouth 
church. That would seem to be altogether 
out of the questipn. Dr. McGlynn has 
recently said that he was "just as good a 
papist as the Pope," and it would certain- 
ly seem extraordinary in view of that fact 
to find him advocating the broad theology 
which was enunciated by Beecher. No, 
Dr. McGlynn will never lill his shoos. 
"Well, what is he going to do about it ?" 
lie has secured the finest state-room on 
one of the ocean steamers, which does not 
sound particularly well in an "Anti- 
Poverty" advocate, and will make a tour 
of Europe, keeping as far away from the 
Eternal City as he can. Will he, like 
the moth, become fascinated by th# candle 
and find his unwilling feet treading the 
many roads which lead to Rome? In 
that event, unlike tho moth, lie would not 
in all probability become swallowed up in 
the (lame, but eschewing the pernicious 
and dangerous doctrines which ho has 
been preaching, though "tried as by lire," 
come out of the furnace like the "bright 
gold," which in the old days glinted 
from his sermons and literary endeavors. 
He is too good a man to become the vic- 
tim of demagogues. 

ENGLAND AND FRANCE. 

The Journal ilex Debate, of Paris, in an 
article on the Jubilee, makes comparison 
between France and England as follows: 
"A reign of fifty years! In Prance we 
have made a proverb of the words of Taci- 
tus : 'Quindocim annos grando tnortalis 
;ovi spatium.' Fifteen years appears long 
for our government. Since Queen Vic- 
toria was crowned in that old abbey of 
Westminster to which she is going to-day 
for a thanksgiving service, we have had : 
The reign of Louis Philippe down to tho 
'24th February, 1818; the Republic from 
the 24th February to the 1 0(1 1 December, 
1848; tho presidency of Louis Napoleon 
Bonaparte to the 2nd December, J 851 ; 
the Empire from November, 1852; then 
the downfall; next the government of Na- 
tional Defence on the 4 th September, 1870; 
then the presidency of M. Thiers in 1871 
until the 24th of May, J87I5; next that 
of McMiihon to the month of January, 
1879; and lastly the republic of President 
Ci»wy. 



Mexico seems to be making the most 
energetic unci commendable efforts to re- 
arrange herself into something like a nine- 
teenth century nation. If these endeav- 
ors could only be successful, this land, so 
rich in mineral and Hoil productions, 
might take a very important position 
among the countries of tho new world. 
Climate, geographical situation and means 
of communication are all in favorof Mexi- 
co. Indeed, as has often been remarked 
by foreigners who have travelled through 
this wonderful country, the only thing 
wrong with Mexico is her people. With 
the right sort of inhabitants she must go 
ahead, and in a comparatively short time 
become populous, prosperous and power- 
ful. General Diaz, the present worthy 
chief magistrate, who appears to have suc- 
ceeded in crushing out all forms of organ- 
ized robellion, is now in a fair way to 
prove himself a Mexican Bolivar. By 
using every means in his power to destroy 
brigandage and every form of law- 
lessness in all sections of the coun- 
try, he is offering the very best induce- 
ment for the investment of European and 
American capital, and the permanent 
settlement in Mexico of mechanics and 
other immigrants, whose coming would be 
a certain benefit to the country. The 
quick eyes of gentlemen in London and 
other English cities, who possess unlimit- 
ed resources, have already perceived the 
altered condition of Mexican affairs, and 
with that prompt enterprise for which the 
British nation has always been famous, 
they have already taken advantage of sev- 
eral important opportunities. We also 
hear of a postal treaty between the United 
States and Mexico, which went into effect 
July 1st, by which the international mail 
regulations will be similar to those which 
Canada and the United Stales now enjoy. 
All this, in time, must have a most bene- 
ficial effect upon the native Mexicans. 
The introduction of a sterling foreign ele- 
ment, and the large employment of foreign 
capital, cannot fail of vitalizing the coun- 
try into true intellectual activity, and thus 
of securing the best development. 

Greenland is again the subject of a 
very interesting inquiry, 'flic clearly do- 
fined outlines of this polar territory, as 
they appear on an ordinary school map, 
might convey the impression that our ex- 
plorers had definitely located the coast 
lines on both sides of the island, which 
seems to be almost large enough for a con- 
tinent. But the most recent authentic 
information from Greenland seems to in- 
dicate that our actual knowledge of its 
surface is mostly confined to the southern 
portions. Rogarding the aspects of the 
north-eastern coast we know practically 
nothing. For the purpose of getting a 
definite view of appearances in this quart- 
er, an expedition is now being titled out 
in Denmark, which will be under the 
command of Lieut. Hovgaard. This ex- 
pedition will try to roach ('ape Bismarck, 
on the north-east coast, which is thought to 
be only 400 miles from the point reached 
by Lieut. Lock wood from the west. It 
the hardy Dane can reach the cape he 
hopes to complete the outline by sledge, 
and comedown the west coast. The gen- 
tleman also hopes to determine another 
matter. The Esquimaux report that some 
distance north of Cape Bismarck a strait 
extends from the east to the west coast, 
thus making Greenland two distinct isl- 
lands. 'file western end of this strait is 
said to be somewhere along the shore of 
Melville Bay. Very little is known about 
this region, and for aught we know the 
Esquimaux may be correct. Geographors 
have learned to treat the opinions of the 
Greenland Indians with great respect, lie- 
fore meetino white men they made maps 
of lialliulaml and other islands, which are 
wonderfully correct. These representa- 
tions are ingeniously carved on pieces of 
drift wood. 




Tin; assessed valuation of property in 
New York city for the present year shows 
the extraordinary increase of §86,672,377 
over that of last year, §60,550,784 of 
which is for real estate. Last year the 
increase was a little under §50,000,000, of 
which nearly §36,000,000 was for real es- 
tate.

L. H. Senecal, of Montreal, one of Mr. 
Ohapleau's proteges, lias received tho ap- 
poiiitniont of superintendent of govern- 
ment printing.

HENRY GEORGE SNUBBED 

By the Catholic Knights of Labor for Hil 
Talk About McUlyuu 

Erie, Pa., July 15.- — Henry George's 
audience at tho Knights of Labor picnic 
grounds here Wednesday numbered 5,000. 
His eulogies of Dr. McGlynn wero so ob 
jeotionable to the faithful Catholic knights 
that an address by a leading Catholic was 
postponed, and the orator left the stand 
The audience was not in sympathy with 
George, and his argument was severely 
criticised by the Knights of Labor them- 
selves. 

In the evening ho lectured on "Land 
and Labor" at tho Park opera house. 
The audience was small, consisting of the 
little circle of George's adherents and 
leading citizens, who wont to question the 
speaker. In the midst of his laudation of 
1 Dr. McGlynn, a prominent Catholic 
arose, and protested against the introduc- 
tion of the cause of the excommunicated 
priest, and excited badinage between the 
speaker and the Catholic Knights of La- 
bor was drowned by the applause of the 
Georgo adherents. 

Henry George's visit here lias done tho 
Knights of Labor movement more harm 
than good. The Knights of Labor in 
their demonstration abandoned the pro- 
posed plan of carrying banners in the 
procession, and only the American flag 
was carried. 

LORD CARNARVON 

Denounces O'lirleu'g Canadian Visit, and It 
Supported by the l)nke of Argyle. 

London, July 14. — The Canadian Ga- 
zette, referring, no doubt, to suspicions 
current in certain quarters hero, states its 
most absolute belief in the management 
of the Canadian Pacific railway as capable 
and honest, and that the balance sheets 
and traffic statements are implicitly to bo 
be relied on. It says it is convinced that 
a surplus over the fixed charges will be 
the result of the year's business. 

In the debate on tho second reading of 
tho Crimes bill in the house of lords to- 
night Earl Carnarvon denounced, amid 
cheers, Mr. William O'Brien's recent visit 
to Canada. He said the object of his visit 
was to stir up a seditious insurrection and 
attack the representative of the Queen in 
his public and private character. 

The Duke of Argyle joined in this con- 
demnation, blaming the leader of the Lib- 
eral Opposition in the house of commons 
for not having defended Lord Lansdowne 
against his traducers. It did not suit tho 
political book of the Liberal party to de- 
fend the governor-general, but the people 
of Canada had taken the part which might 
have been expectod from his lordship's 
friends at home. This remark was grootod 
with hearty cheers from both sides.

who is interested with Win. and Osner 
I bill ill the recent great mineral discovery 
near the Kootenai country, was in the 
city a few days since, and left a piece of 
the ore from his properly, tho "Kootenai 
Bonanza" location, which assays $141,000 
in silver and a small percentage in gold, 
on surface. Tin- mines are located on 
British soil a short distance from the 
Kootenai lakes, and arc about 155 miles 
from Colville via Columbia river route, 
though on a short cut tire only two and 
one-half days' ride from Colville. The 
ore croppings range from northwest to 
southeast, have an average width of 20 
feet and can be traced over a distance of 
11,000 fed. The ledge seems to go 

straight down ami lays between a contact 
of granite on the west and slate on the 
east. In spoaking of the extent of the 
ore deposit, (lakes stales that the devel- 
opment work has not progressed in depth 
sufficiently to ascertain anything definite 
as to whether or not the letlgo increases 
or diminishes in volume, but it is plain to 
be seen that any speculation or fear of 
misfortune in t he least in connection with 
the discovery is fraught with the frailest 
vanity. They have an outlet to Band 
point, Idaho, wet tho Kootenai trail, or to 
Colville, by way of Columbia river, either 
route being practicable and easy.

Fowler, pre- 
sident of the New York, Ontario A: 
Western railway. He is accompanied by 
his wife, two children and Mr. Lincoln 
Fowler, a brother. To a reporter of The 
Colonist Mr. Fowlers tated thathis trip to 
Alaska was the firs' and that was not soon 
In be forgotten. Ho hoped he would have 
an opportunity of visiting the northern 
regions again next summer. These excur- 
sions are destined to become very popu- 
lar." continued the president, "and I see 
no reason why eastern people should not 
come this way in preference to going to 
Switzerland. Alaska has without doubt 
many more advantages for the excursion- 
island as soon as it becomes better known 
there will be an enormous amount of 
travel. The Chilcats, Sitka and Juneau 
were visited, and everywhere we went we 
were hospitably received. Mr. Whitelaw, 
id' the New York Tribune, and 1 took in 
the Treadwell mines and were greatly 
struck with the vast works they have 
erected there. 1 understand that one of 
the proprietors intends extending still 
further, so it. must be the bonanza it has 
been represented to be. We took in 
everything thoroughly. W ith regard to 
tho Chilcal Indians, we found them to be 
a very peaceable race and willing to live 
on good terms with their white <brOthers. 
We experienced considerable rain and I 
understand that it Lad been raining for 
twenty-eight days at J uneau. One thing 
very noticeable is that the Americans do 
not take as much interest in the small 
towns as the Russians did, and in conse- 
quence many of them are going to decay. 
At Sitka the wharf looked unsafe .and 1 
understand that Capt. Carroll, of the 
steamer, has been keeping it in repair for 
some time. The government should also 
take more interest in the administration 
of the country. The hick of this is espe- 
cially noticeable at Juneau, which is a 
most immoral place for its size, the wel- 
fare of young Indian girls not being look- 
ed after at all." 

"What is your opinion of Victoria, Mr. 
Fowler V 

"Well, I think it is one of tho loveliest 
places I ever had the pleasure of seeing. 
Everything seems to he on a substantia] 
iiasis. Yn xt people are of a kindly and 
hospitable nature. Truly, they are a lit- 
tle conservative, but that is more an ad- 
vantage than a fault, and I have not the 
slightest doubt but that there are great 
things in store for the place. Tho city is 
practically the terminus of two railroads, 
the Northern and Canadian." 

"Do you think Vancouver will be ii 
large city. " 

"Yes, rather, but Victoria will always 
have the advantage. In the first place it 
has tho start, and in the second the cli- 
mate, and people will always come here 
to stay, at least fora few days. One thing 
I observe, too, is that Victoria is finan- 
cially sound, and with the capital to back 
it, it will surely go on increasing in size 
and prominence. The drives are excel- 
lent and everywhere one goes prosperity 
and content are to be observed." 

Mr. Fowler and his interesting family 
h-ft for Vancouver this morning on the 
Yosemite, til, which point they will take 
their private car for New York.

SUPREME COURT. 

(Before Justices Crease, fray mid MoCroIght, 
sitting as a Full Uonch.) 

David W. Higgins, appellant, vs. the 
Hon. Georgo Anthony Walkem, respond- 
ent. 

Yesterday Mr. Theodore Davie, on be- 
half of tho appellant, moved in appeal from 
the decision of tho chief justice, giving 
judgment in favor of respondent, upon 
tho verdict for $2500, found by the special 
jury at the trial which took place on tho 
30th June. 

Mr. Drake, Q. C, who appeared for 
Mr. Walkem, took tho preliminary objec- 
tion that no appeal would lie, tho jury 
being solo judges of tho fact and law, and 
that tho only power of review was upon 
motion for a new trial. 

Mr. Davie quoted tho caso of tho Capi- 
tal and Counties Bank vs. flenty, L. R., 
7, Appeal Cases, where it is decided that 
the court will . override the decision of a 
jury in a libol caso when thoy find that 
to ho a libol, which in point of law is not 
u libel. 

The court sustained tho right of appeal. 
Mr. Davie then argued that tho publi- 
cation complained of was not a libel. So 
far from its being an attack upon the 
character of tho respondent it was a vin- 
dication and defence against an untruth- 
ful accusation made abroad, as believed at 
tho time under oath. Tho injurious 
statement that tho respondent, while hold- 
ing the office of chief commissioner, was 
a partner of MoNamoe had been repeated 
only for the purpose of discrediting it. In 
order to deny a false accusation it gener- 
ally has to be repeated. If appellant had 
simply repeated tho slander, without com- 
ment, he would have had to accept the 
responsibility of it turning out to be false, 
but what he had done was to call atten- 
tion to a damaging statement, circulated 
regarding a public man and to call for its 
refutation. 

The inuondo that by so doing he had 
intended it to be understood that Mr. 
Walkem had been guilty of tho corrupt 
practice imputed by tho assertion of the 
partnership was a perversion of language, 
the common! shewing that the statement 
was unworthy of credit. If the publicu 
tion was not capable of the inuondo tho 
case fell to the ground unless the article 
was libolous without any inuondo at all, 
which counsel argued it was not. To be 
a libel it must be calculated to injure tho 
plaintiffs character. The isolated state- 
ment of the partnership would he injuri- 
ous, but coupled with the expression of 
disbelief il was not so, anil if the court 
could clearly see that this was no libol 
thoy would not send the case back fora 
new trial but would order judgment to be 
entered at once for the defendant. Mr. 
Davie cited several authorities and 
cases. 

Mr. Drake, O. C., said that this case 
was a very different one from the Capital 
& Counties Bank v. Henty case. There 
the jury had disagreed, and had never 
conic to a verdict. Hence the court was 
in the position of the jury, and could do 
what the jury would have a right to do, 
but here a verdict had been arrived at 
which could not be disregarded by tho 
court . 

The inuondo that the intention of Mr. 
Higgins was lo convey belief in the state- 
ment ot the partnership was abundantly 
supported. Mr. Higgins had referred to 
the "charge" ; and had distinctly pointed 
the libel at Mr. Walkem, whereas the 
other papers had never even mentioned 
the plaintiff's name, and the casual reader 
would not think for a moment that the 
plaintiff was the person referred to. 

But even if the inuendo could not he- 
supported, the 61st section of the Com- 
mon Law Procedure Act shewed that it 
might be discarded, and the simple arti- 
cle itself relied upon, which, he contend- 
ed, was sufficiently libelous to support the 
action. Mr. Drake also quoted many 
other cases ami authorities in support of 
his argument. 

At the conclusion of tho argument their 
lordships desired that the alternative mo- 
tion for a new trial should also be argued, 
and disposed of before they gave judg- 
ment upon the present appeal. 

Mr. Davie said he would be prepared to 
make the application for a new trial tho 
next day (Friday). 

Their lordships directed the motion to 
proceed at 10 a. m. the next morning, 
Friday, July 22nd. 

Mr. Theodore Davie, on behalf of Mr. 
Higgins, movod fora rule calling upon 
the plaintiff, to show cause why a new 
trial should not, he had on the following 
grounds, viz: That the chief justice should 
have charged the jury, (1) that the pub- 
lication was not a libel unless calculated 
to injure the plaintiff and that to decide 
that question they must take tho article 
as a whole and not rely upon isolated pas- 
sages; that although one passage might of 
itself be injurious, yet they must consider 
whether other parts did not neutralize the 
injury and taking bane and antidote to- 
gether, say whether the publication was 
injurious, if not defendant was entitled to 
a verdict. (2) That the jury must consider 
whether tho object was to defame or vindi- 
cate plaintiff's eharactur.and if the latter de- 
fendant was entitled to verdict. (3) Assum- 
ing publication to be libelous, the report 
having been taken from another paper in 
good faith, and without any proof of ex- 
press malice, no special damage being 
shown, tho jury should give only nominal 
damages. (4) This direction in defining 
libel to be thai which is disparaging or 
calculated to inflict mental pain and injury 
apart from pecuniary loss. (5) Misdirec- 
tion in submitting questions of truth and 
justification, neither of those matters be- 
ing in issu i. (ti) The case of Bryco v. 
Rusdeu read to the jury an improper 
guide with reference to the law applicable 
to the action. (7) .fury should have been 
told t hat t he malice implied by law in cases 
of libol meant only the absence of legal 
excuse, and that thoy would not be justi- 
fied in visiting the defendant with vindic- 
tive or substantial damages in the absence 
of express malice. (8) No proper rule by 
which jury could assess damages, they bit- 
ing led to understand that they were at 
liberty to give substantial damages irre- 
spective of the question of express malice. 
(U) That in absence of express malice 
plaintiff entitled to nominal damages only. 
(10) No question regarding the correctness 
of a judicial report arose, no plea of privi- 
lege being raised, and jury rather misled 
by such consideration being placed before 
them. (11) 0. J. assumed as proved that 
article in question imputed a charge of 
corruption to the plaintiff, whereas he 
should have left it to the jury to say 
whether the article could bo so construed. 

(12) Intention of the article wos material. 

(13) Publication incapable of inuondo aud 
not a libel. (14) (15) (16) Rejection of 
evidence. 

Their Lordships granted the rule jtisi 
on all the grounds taken, and directed it 
to be made returnable pn Tuesday tho 
20th instant, at I I a.m.
